On Saturday, September 7, 2002, at approximately 1500 hours, Sergeants William Hines and Elier 
Morejon of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to Universal Studios City Walk Substation 
regarding the significant use of force by Sheriffs personnel. At about 0050 hours, Deputies 
attempted to arrest a male suspect that had been involved ina fight. Deputies were able to place one 
handcuff on the suspect, however, he broke away and started swinging the loose side of the handcuff 
at the deputies. Deputies used pepper spray on the suspect, however, it had no effect on the suspect. 
The suspect was then struck on his legs and arms with an expandable baton. The deputies were then 
able to complete handcuffing and arrest the suspect. A second suspect was also pepper sprayed 
during his arrest. The first suspect was taken to the Universal Studios Substation, where he was held 
until approximately 0500 hours. The suspect was then transported to West Hollywood Station and 
booking was completed. During an interview with the West Hollywood Station Watch Commander 
at 0732 hours, it was observed that the suspect’s right arm was in pain. The suspect was transported 
to Cedars-Sinai Hospital at 0933 hours. While at the hospital it was determined that the suspect 
sustained a fractured right wrist. The suspect was cleared for booking at about 1152 hours and 
transported back to West Hollywood Station. Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Mannis was 
notified of the fracture at about 1205 hours.

INJURIES: 


Suspect Jackson was treated for pepper spray at the City Walk Station i: Universal 
Studios Medical Technician. At 0937 hours, he was taken to the Emergency Room at Cedars-Sinai 


Medical Center and treated by Dr. Wendy Lin. He sustained a fractured right wrist and multiple 
contusions on his right arm and right leg. He also sustained a puncture wound to the inside of his 
left shin, about five inches below his knee.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS: 


This incident occurred about 0050 hours. There were numerous overhead street lights at Universal 
City Walk in addition to lights from the businesses at the location. 


INVOLVED EM. YEE?’ TEMENTS: 

Prior to their interviews, each of the involved deputies read and signed the Administrative 
Rights/Force Review Admonition. Both deputies requested representation from ALADS. Mitch 
Kander, Attorney from Green and Shinee was present during the interviews. All of the interviews 
were tape recorded and summarized as follows: 


DEPUTY KAMAL AHMAD 


Deputy Ahmad was interviewed at Internal Affairs Bureau on September 17, 2002, at 1534 hours, 
by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. 


PU Ahmad told IAB investigators that on the date of the incident, he and his partner, 


responded to a fight call regarding a “major brawl” at Jillian’s Nightclub. Refer to 
Exhibit J - Video tape of fight at Jillian’s 
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As they were going to the location, he saw a male Black (Suspect Jackson) and a male Hispanic 
(Suspect Gallardo) arguing and preparing to fight. Suspect Jackson was yelling, cursing and flailing 
his arms. He appeared out of control and “under the influence of something.” Deputy Ahmad tried 
to calm Suspect Jackson, however, Jackson would not listen, nor comply with Deputy Ahmad. 
Deputy talked to Suspect Gallardo. 


Suspect Jackson would not calm down, so Deputy Ahmad removed his pepper spray and warned 
Jackson that he would spray him if he did not calm down. Suspect Jackson then complied and 
turned around to allow Deputy Ahmad to conduct a cursory search. Deputy Ahmad put his pepper 
spray away and conducted a cursory search. As Deputy Ahmad was conducting the pat down, 
Suspect Jackson became agitated again. Deputy Ahmad wanted to get Jackson handcuffed as 
quickly as possible to control the situation. He placed one cuffon the left wrist of Jackson, however, 
Jackson was so large that Deputy Ahmad could not get the right wrist cuffed. Deputy Ahmad then 
called over to Deputy = come and help him. Suspect Jackson started to “overpower” 
Deputy Ahmad, so Ahmad pushed Suspect Jackson away. Due to Jackson’s size, Deputy Ahmad 
backed away and removed his pepper spray. He ordered Suspect Jackson to turn around, however, 
Jackson refused. Deputy Ahmad and Deput epper sprayed Suspect Jackson, but it did not 
have any effect. Suspect Jackson told the deputies that he was going to kill them. Suspect Jackson 
then started to swing the loose handcuff at the deputies. Suspect Jackson started saying something 
to the effect that he was a veteran and “they didn’t let him save the babies.” Jackson appeared to 
possibly be under the influence of PCP or had “some mental conditions.” 


Suspect Jackson then started to run westbound in City Walk, away from the deputies and toward the 
crowd near the theaters. He started to swing the cuff at other people. In order to prevent him from 
striking anyone, Deputy {I sprayed Jackson again, but once again the spray did not have any 
effect. Deputy Ahmad took out his baton and ordered the suspect to stop. The suspect ignored the 
command, so Deputy Ahmad struck Suspect Jackson once on the right shin, losing control of his 
baton. Deputy Ahmad retrieved his baton as the suspect continued going westbound toward a flower 
cart. Jackson continued to flail his arms and yell at the deputies that he was going to kill them. 


At this point, Deputy Ahmad said his fear was heightened due to the fact that he had struck the 
suspect on the shin with a heavy blow of a baton and it seemed to have absolutely no effect. Both 
deputies gave the suspect more commands to get on the ground and he again refused. Deputy 
Ahmad then struck the suspect’s right arm with his baton and again it appeared to have no effect. 
Suspect Jackson started walking toward a group of security officers and Deputy Ahmad struck him 
a third time on the right shin. Jackson again told him that he was going to kill them. Deputy Ahmad 
stuck Jackson again on the right shin and again it had no effect. After each baton strike, Jackson was 
given orders to get down, all of which he ignored. Fearing that the suspect was going to start 
running again, Deputy Ahmad struck the suspect again on his right hand with the baton. This strike 
appeared to affect the suspect. The suspect stopped and started talking about Desert Storm and the 
“babies.” Suspect Jackson then said, “If you stop hitting me, VII get down.” Deputy Bn 
grabbed the suspect’s arms and Deputy Ahmad grabbed the suspect’s right arm and together they 
guided him to the ground and handcuffed him. 
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During the incident, the suspect was pepper sprayed several times and struck five times with an 
expandable baton. 


Sergeant n his radio, however, he was unable to reach him. The deputies helped Jackson 
to his feet and walked him to the holding cell at Universal Studios City Walk Substation. Once 
inside the holding cell, Suspect Jackson started kicking holes in the walls. Refer to Exhibit K - 
Photographs of the holes in holding cell 


After = B Jackson was handcuffed, he was cooperative. Deputy Ahmad attempted to contact 


About ten minutes after arriving at the City Walk Station, Deputy Ahmad advised Sergeant B 
of the force used on Suspect Jackson, including the baton strikes. 


“Paramedics” were requested and arrived to treat Suspect Jackson. 


IABN ote: | an Emergency Medical Response Technician assigned to 
Universal Studios, responded and treated Suspect Jackson for the pepper spray. He 
is not a paramedic. Refer to his statements under Witness Statements 


Deputy Ahmad did not recall any conversation with Sergeant B carcing transporting Suspect 
Jackson to a hospital for treatment. Deputy Ahmad recalled overhearing Sergeant the 


phone relating the incident to the person on the other end of the line. 
Deputy Ahmad did not know if anyone ever took Suspect Jackson to the hospital. 


Deputy Ahmad could not recall what time he left work that morning and he could not recall if 
Suspect Jackson was still at City Walk Station. 


Deputy Ahmad did not hear Suspect Jackson ever complain of any pain, nor ask to go to a hospital. 


Regarding the policy on significant use of force, Deputy Ahmad said that it was his understanding 
that a suspect shall be taken to the hospital to get an approval for booking. If a suspect refused 
treatment, he would still be transported to a hospital and refuse treatment to the doctor. 


Deputy Ahmad concluded by saying that he thought Suspect Jackson needed to go to the hospital 
for an approval for booking, however, his only responsibility was to notify his supervisor of the 
force used and it was his supervisor’s responsibility to arrange transportation for the suspect. Refer 
to Exhibit L - Incident Report written by Deputy Ahmad 
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Deputy vas interviewed at Internal Affairs Bureau on September 17, 2002, at 1418 hours, 
by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. 


Deputy toa IAB investigators that on the date of the incident, while working Universal 
Studios City Walk, he received a call of a bar fight at Jillian’s Nightclub. He and his partner, 
Deputy Kamal Ahmad, responded to the call. On their way to the call, they received additional 
information that people were running out of the nightclub. They saw two individuals yelling at each 
other, preparing to fight. Deputy B -cvci the two were related to the call. He and Deputy 
Ahmad approached the two and tried to calm them down. Both of the individuals were belligerent 
and uncooperative. They separated the two and Deputy [EEE spoke to one (later identified as 
Suspect Jose Gallardo) and Deputy Ahmad spoke to Suspect Jackson. Deputy Ahmad recalled that 
Suspect Jackson was “a very big man and he looked more dangerous based on his behavior.” 
Deputy Ahmad was attempting to deal with Suspect Jackson, while Deputy E- talking to 
Suspect Gallardo. Gallardo was extremely drunk and uncooperative. Suspect Gallardo attempted 
to go around Deputy YA get to Suspect Jackson. Deputy A: timate y pepper sprayed 
Suspect Gallardo. Deputy Ahmad conducted a “pat down” of Suspect Jackson while Deputy ii 
attempted to handcuff Gallardo. Deputy Ahmad then told Deputy [hat he needed help in 
handcuffing Suspect Jackson. As Deputy handcuffed Gallardo, he saw Suspect Jackson 
break away from Deputy Ahmad. Suspect Jackson had one handcuff attached to his left wrist. 


Suspect Jackson “flailed” the loose handcuff toward the deputies several times and continued his 
“belligerent and uncooperative behavior.” Deput ‘elt Jackson’s behavior was “assaultive.” 
Suspect Jackson started walking toward the main plaza where there was a large crowd. He started 
screaming that he was in Desert Storm and that he “couldn’t save the babies.” Suspect Jackson 
continued to swing the loose handcuff. Suspect Jackson was yelling at the deputies saying 
something to the effect that he “would kick their asses.” At some point, Deputy Ahmad pepper 
sprayed Suspect Jackson, however, it had no effect. Deputy [pepper sprayed Suspect Jackson 
four times with no effect. At this time, Pinkerton Security Officers arrived and took control of 
Suspect Gallardo. 


Suspect Jackson was still ignoring the deputies’ orders to cooperate and get down on the ground. 
Deputy believed that Suspect Jackson was possibly under the influence of PCP. Jackson 
continued to swing the cuff toward the deputies and Deputy Ahmad struck Jackson once with his 
expandable baton, on the right arm. The baton strike did not appear to have any effect-on Suspect 
Jackson. Suspect Jackson said, “If you hit me again, I’m going to fucking kill you!” Deputy Ahmad 
stuck Jackson two more times on the legs with the baton, again with no obvious effect. Deputy 
epper sprayed Jackson again, but it had no effect. Suspect Jackson finally looked at 
Deputy Ahmad and said, “If you stop hitting me, I will lay down on the ground.” Deputy 
then got behind Jackson and grabbed his left arm. Together, Deputies Hen Ahmad took 
Suspect Jackson to the ground and handcuffed him. Suspects Jackson and Gallardo were then 
escorted to the holding cell at City Walk Station, where Deputy AAA his actions and use

Dept AN that he did not recall what time he left work that morning, but estimated that 
it was between 0400 hours and 0500 hours. He was sure that Suspect Jackson had already been 
transported from Universal by the time he left work. 


Regarding treatment of Suspect Jackson, Deputy ic he believed that since Jackson was 
treated by a paramedic, the obligation for treatment was fulfilled. Refer to Exhibit M - 
Supplemental Report written by Deputy 


WITNESSES STATEMENTS: 


SWORN: 
LIEUTENANT KATHERINE PATTULLO 


Lieutenant Pattullo was interviewed on the date of the incident, September 7, 2002, at 2014 hours, 
at West Hollywood Station by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. 
Prior to being interviewed, Lieutenant Pattullo read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights 
Admonition. She stated that she understood the form. 


Lieutenant Pattullo was assigned as the Watch Commander at West Hollywood Station during the 
time of the incident at Universal Studios City Walk. 


She told IAB investigators that she received a call from Sergcan IIE oon 0145 hours 
and 0200 hours on the date of the incident, and he advised her of a use of force incident which had 
occurred at City Walk. 


JAB Note: She also explained that a sergeant is usually assigned on the weekends 
at Universal Studios City Walk. In the event of any “use of force,” the sergeant is 
to notify the West Hollywood Station Watch Commander. The West Hollywood 
Station Watch Commander would not leave the station; the suspect would be 
transported to West Hollywood Station for an interview. 
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Sergeant Bic not have “a lot of information” at the time he first called Lieutenant Pattullo. 
He said that there had been a large fight involving fifteen to twenty people and they were sorting out 
the suspects and victims. Sergcan fl <0 advised her that they had one suspect that had been 
uncooperative and when the deputies attempted to handcuff him, he broke away with one side of the 
handcuff attached to his wrist. The suspect was pepper sprayed three times, with little or no effect, 
and then the deputies ultimately used their batons, striking the suspect on his arms and legs. The 
suspect was then arrested. Lieutenant Pattullo said she then asked Sergeant f the suspect 
was on his way to the hospital and he told her, “No, the paramedics are looking at him now.” She 
replied, “Okay, then you’|l let me know when and where he is transported?” and Sergeant] 
answered, “Yes, VII let you know.” The phone conversation concluded with Lieutenant Pattullo 
telling Sezscani io call her back with the completed information on the arrest and what the 
paramedics advised. 


About one hour later, when she had not heard from Sergeant she called him. He told her 
that they were still working on the PCD (Probable Cause Determination) and sorting everything out 
due to five or six people in custody. Lieutenant Pattullo then asked Ser; cant Mi “Is the guy 
going to be MT’d, are you sending him to the hospital?” Sergeant ec “Yes, I’m going 
to see about getting him down to Cedars, so it will be closer to you when you do your interview.” 


Sometime after this conversation and before 0400 hours, Sergeant- atted Lieutenant Pattullo 
and told her that the first four (suspects) were on their way to West Hollywood Station. She asked 
if they were the suspects involved in the use of force and he told her, “No.” She then asked, “Okay, 
so the two that were involved in the force are still up there, right? Because the guy has to go to the 
hospital.” Sergeant ic, “Yes, we’re getting ready to send them.” 


At about 0400 hours, Lieutenant Pattullo had not received a phone call, nor an email from Sergeant 
egarding the status of the arrest, so she called him again. Sergeant told her that 
they were still working on the PCD’s. 


At about 0425 hours, deputies from City Walk arrived at West Hollywood Station with the first four 
suspects and the PCD’s on each one. 


At about 0430 hours she called Sergeant gain, however, she could not remember if it was 
this phone call or the phone call at 0300 hours that Sergeant ola her that he was going to 
send the suspect to Cedars Hospital. 


At about 0440 hours, she was relieved by Lieutenant Henry Reed and she “passed everything on to 
Henry.” She did not know at this time if the suspect had been taken to the hospital. She reiterated 
that she had called Sergeant[ every hour” when she didn’t get any updated information. 


IAB Note: Later during the interview, Lieutenant Pattullo said that she had found out 


sometim: r first conversation (possibly the second phone conversation) with 
Sergeant hat the paramedics had flushed out the suspect’s eyes. Sergeant

advised her that the paramedics were treating the suspect and Lieutenant 
Pattullo said, “Okay, so they’ll tell you they need to transport him or if, you know, 
what the extent is here (of injuries) and you'll let me know where he’s going.” 


At about 1700 hours, when she returned to work and relieved Lieutenant Reed, he told her that the 
suspect had arrived at West Hollywood Station earlier that morning and he had not yet been taken 
to the hospital before coming to the station. According to Lieutenant Pattullo, during an interview 
with Lieutenant Reed, the suspect said his hand hurt. The suspect was crying and talked about being 
in the Gulf War. Lieutenant Reed then had West Hollywood Station deputies transport the suspect 
to Cedars-Sinai Hospital for treatment. It was at that time that Lieutenant Reed first discovered that 
Sergeant had not sent the suspect to the hospital. 


DEPUTY DON WALKER 


Deputy Walker was interviewed on September 26, 2002, at 1746 hours, at Universal Studios City 
Walk by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Prior to being 
interviewed, Deputy Walker read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights Admonition. He 
stated that he understood the form. 


Deputy Walker told IAB investigators that he recalled the incident and Suspect John Jackson. 
Deputy Walker related that he did not witness the arrest of Suspect Jackson. He first recalled seeing 
Jackson in the holding cell, however, he could not remember the time. When he first saw Suspect 
Jackson, Jackson was yelling, screaming and cursing. Jackson appeared to be “high or drunk.” 
Refer to Exhibit N - Video tape of Suspect Jackson in holding cell 


TAB Note: Deputy Walker was shown a photograph of Suspect Johnson. The photo 
depicts him and Deputy Inital in the holding cell with Jackson. Refer to Exhibit C - 
Photograph of Suspect Jackson 


Deputy Walker said that he could not recall hearing Suspect Jackson say that he was injured or 
wanted to go to the hospital. Deputy Walker did not see Jackson ever treated for his injuries, 
however, he heard later that the suspect was “seen” by paramedics. Deputy Walker was later told 
that Jackson had been struck by a baton. 


Sergeant bssigned Deputy Walker to transport Suspect Jackson to West Hollywood Station. 
Deputy Walker said that he was not instructed to transport the suspect to the hospital for treatment, 
nor an “okay to book.” Deputy Walker said that he arrived at West Hollywood Station at about 0500 
hours. On arrival, he finished the booking procedures on the suspect and then had a short 
conversation with the Watch Commander, Lieutenant Reed, regarding the PCD (Probable Cause 
Determination). Lieutenant Reed looked over the paperwork at that time. 


Deputy Walker related that he “was under the impression” that the suspect had already been checked 
by the paramedics and given an “okay to book.” He did not discuss the details of Jackson’s arrest 
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with Lieutenant Reed, since he (Walker) had not been involved in the arrest. Deputy Walker 
vaguely recalled Lieutenant Reed asking if the suspect had been “okayed to book” and Deputy 
Walker believed his response was “yes.” This answer was based on the fact that Deputy Walker 
heard that the suspect was seen by paramedics and that he was directed to transport the suspect to 
West Hollywood Station. 


During the transportation of the suspect to West Hollywood Station, he never asked to go to a 
hospital, nor did he ever complain of pain. Additionally, the suspect did not complain of pain during 
the removal of the handcuffs by Deputy Walker. 


IAB Note: Later in the interview, Deputy Walker was asked if he felt that a suspect 
being seen by a paramedic was an authorization for booking and he related that his 
understanding of the policy was that if a suspect was struck by a baton, the suspect 
would need to go to the hospital to be seen by a doctor to make the determination for 
an “okay to book.” Deputy Walker said that he did not know how long the suspect 
had been at City Walk, so therefore, the suspect could have already been taken to a 
hospital. 


After Deputy Walker finished his detail at West Hollywood Station, he returned to City Walk. He 
did not transport the suspect to the hospital. It was his understanding that he was only assigned to 
transport the suspect to West Hollywood Station. 


DEPUTY LLOYD McCULLOUGH 


Deputy McCullough was interviewed on September 26, 2002, at 1806 hours, at Universal Studios 
City Walk by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Prior to being 
interviewed, Deputy McCullough read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights Admonition. 
He stated that he understood the form. 


Deputy McCullough told IAB investigators that he recalled the incident and Suspect John Jackson. 
Deputy McCullough related that he did not witness the arrest of Suspect Jackson. He first recalled 
seeing Suspect Jackson in the holding cell at City Walk Sub-Station. He could not remember the 
time. Jackson was sitting in the cell cursing at everyone, yelling something to the effect, “Fuck you 
mother fucker! If you take these handcuffs off, I’ll fuck all you mother fuckers up!” 


Deputy McCullough said he never heard Suspect Jackson complain of any pain, nor did he hear him 
say that he needed to go to the hospital. Additionally, he did not hear any discussions regarding 
taking the suspect to the hospital for an “okay to book.” Deputy McCullough added that he did not 
know at the time that the suspect had been struck with a baton. 
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DEPUTY KINA INITAL 


Deputy Inital was interviewed on September 26, 2002, at 2116 hours, at Carson Station by Internal 
Affairs Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Prior to being interviewed, Deputy 
Inital read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights Admonition. He stated that he understood 
the form. 


Deputy Inital told IAB investigators that he recalled the incident and Suspect John Jackson. Deputy 
Inital related that he did not witness the arrest of Suspect Jackson. He first recalled seeing the 
suspect in the holding cell. He was ordered by Sergeant fo assist the “paramedic” during 
the treatment of Suspect Jackson. Deputy Inital did not recall hearing the suspect say that he was 
injured, nor did he hear the suspect say he needed to go to the hospital. He recalled hearing the 
suspect say that he had been pepper sprayed. The “paramedic” then washed the suspect’s eyes. 


Deputy Inital did not recall how long the suspect was in the cell, nor did he recall what time the 
suspect left the cell. 


He did not hear any discussion regarding the suspect being transported to the hospital for an “okay 
to book.” Deputy Inital did not know that the suspect was struck with a baton, nor did he know who 
transported the suspect to West Hollywood Station. 


Deputy Inital said that it is his understanding that a suspect is required to go to the hospital for an 
“okay to book,” however, he did not know if Suspect Jackson was transported to the hospital on the 
night of the incident. 


DEPUTY DOUGLAS GILLIES 


Deputy Gillies was interviewed on September 30, 2002, at 1203 hours, at Universal Studios City 
Walk by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant William Hines. Prior to being interviewed, Deputy 
Gillies read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights Admonition. He stated that he understood 
the form. 


Deputy Gillies said that he recalled the incident and Suspect John Jackson. Deputy Gillies related 
that he did not witness the arrest of Suspect Jackson. He first recalled seeing the suspect just after 
he was handcuffed on City Walk. There was a crowd being dispersed at the time and he 
subsequently arrested two females for resisting arrest. He later saw Suspect Jackson in the holding 
cell, sometime after 0200 hours. Jackson was “agitated and animated.” Deputy Gillies said that he 
did not know the details of Jackson’s arrest and did not know that he had been struck with a baton. 
During the time that Suspect Jackson was in the cell, Deputy Gillies did not hear him say that he was 
injured or needed to go to the hospital. 


Regarding the Universal Studios A.M.A. (Against Medical Advice) Release Form, Deputy Gillies 
said that the form is not an “okay to book.” Refer to Exhibit O - Universal Studios A.M.A. form 
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DEPUTY JOHN BAUER 


Deputy Bauer was interviewed on September 30, 2002, at 1321 hours, at Lawndale Sub-Station by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Prior to being interviewed, 
Deputy Bauer read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights Admonition. He stated that he 
understood the form. 


Deputy Bauer told IAB investigators that he recalled the incident and Suspect John Jackson. Deputy 
Bauer related that he did not witness the arrest of Suspect Jackson. He first recalled seeing the 
suspect in the holding cell, yelling and screaming, “I’m a karate expert, I’ll take you on,” and 
something about “fighting in wars, fighting other people, don’t laugh at me!” He was also having 
a verbal altercation with other suspects. Deputy Bauer did not hear Jackson say that he was injured 
and needed to go to the hospital. Deputy Bauer related that he did not know that the suspect had 
been struck with a baton. 


Deputy Bauer was not familiar with the Universal Studios A.M.A. Release Form. 
LIEUTENANT HENRY REED 


Lieutenant Reed was interviewed on October 17, 2002, at 1432 hours, at West Hollywood Station 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Prior to being interviewed, 
Lieutenant Reed read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights Admonition. He stated that he 
understood the form. 


Lieutenant Read told IAB investigators that he was assigned as the Watch Commander at West 
Hollywood Station on the morning after the incident at Universal Studios City Walk. Lieutenant 
Reed recalled the incident involving the arrest of Suspect Jackson. He was first advised of Suspect 
Jackson’s arrest by Lieutenant Pattullo when he relieved her that morning. She told him that City 
Walk deputies had made an arrest earlier in the morning and during the arrest they had used pepper 
spray anda baton. She also told him that she planned on interviewing the suspect, however, he had 
not arrived yet. Lieutenant Pattullo indicated to Lieutenant Reed that she had had several phone 
calls with “City Walk” regarding Suspect Jackson. Lieutenant Reed advised her that he would 
interview the suspect once he arrived. 


Lieutenant Reed related that it was his understanding that the suspect was “receiving some kind of 
medical treatment” then he would be transported to a hospital for an “okay to book” prior to arriving 
at West Hollywood Station. 


At about 0545 hours, Suspect Jackson arrived at West Hollywood Station from Universal City Walk 
for booking. According to Lieutenant Reed, Jackson had been at Universal City Walk for some time 
before being transported. Lieutenant Reed was getting ready to do the morning briefing and told 
the deputy that he would interview Jackson after he was booked. The deputy then turned Jackson 
over to the West Hollywood Station jailer. 
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IAB Note: Lieutenant Reed could not recall the name of the transporting deputy. It 
was later determined that it had been Deputy Walker. Lieutenant Reed could not 
recall if he specifically asked the deputy if the suspect had been “okayed to book” 
prior to arriving at West Hollywood Station. 


After briefing was concluded, Lieutenant Reed obtained the video camera and went into the jail to 
interview Suspect Jackson. As Jackson was being fingerprinted, Lieutenant Reed noticed that 
Jackson was “grimacing” with his right hand and could not move it. Lieutenant Reed asked Jackson 
what had happened to his hand and Jackson said something to the effect that he had hurt his hand, 
but he could not recall how he did it. Lieutenant Reed then interviewed Jackson on video. 


IAB Note: According to the tape, Lieutenant Reed interviewed Jackson at 0732 
hours. The interview was ten minutes. During the interview, Jackson basically said 
that he did not recall what happened. Refer to Suspect Jackson’s statements 


According to Lieutenant Reed, it was during this interview that he noticed bruises on Jackson’s 
right arm, Lieutenant Reed then asked the jailer if Jackson had an “okay to book” and he was told 
no. Lieutenant Reed explained it was at this time, he mentioned “a couple of nice words” to the 
jailer. Lieutenant Reed immediately advised the jailer that Jackson needed to go to the hospital. 


Suspect Jackson was then taken to Cedars-Sinai Medical Center by Deputy Mitchell. 


IAB Note: According to Jackson’s Medical Clearance Form, he was medically 
cleared for booking on 09-07-2002 at 1155 hours. Deputy Mitchell’s log indicates 
he transported Jackson to Cedars-Sinai Medical Center at 0933 hours. 


When asked if he had had a conversation with Sergeant MA recarding Suspect Jackson, 
Lieutenant Reed said he recalled having a couple of phone conversations about some paperwork that 
Ser; cant B had faxed to Lieutenant Pattullo. Since Lieutenant Pattullo had left, Sergeant 
a: mailed the information to Lieutenant Reed. Lieutenant Reed vaguely recalled 
that Sef ==»: that he had interviewed Jackson on tape regarding the force used 
and that Jackson had been seen by the “paramedic”s. Lieutenant Reed later received an email from 
Sergeant egarding Jackson’s arrest. Refer to IAB Case # IA 2073543 


Regarding the Universal Studios A.M.A. Form, it was Lieutenant Reed’s understanding that the 
form was used in cases where the suspect was pepper sprayed. The form is not an “okay to book.” 
It was further his understanding that Suspect Jackson should have been transported to a hospital for 
an “okay to book” since an impact weapon was used.

DEPUTY JOHN MITCHELL 


Deputy Mitchell was interviewed on October 17, 2002, at 1518 hours, at West Hollywood Station 
by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. Prior to being interviewed, 
Deputy Mitchell read and signed the Witness Administrative Rights Admonition. He stated that he 
understood the form. 


Deputy Mitchell was assigned to West Hollywood Station on the morning of the incident at 
Universal Studios City Walk and he recalled transporting Suspect Jackson to Cedar-Sinai Medical 
Center. 


Deputy Mitchell told IAB investigators that he was told by the Watch Sergeant at about 0915 hours 
to transport Jackson. Sergeant Bruce Thomas asked Deputy Mitchell to find out from the doctor if 
Jackson’s wrist was broken and if it was, what caused the fracture. He left West Hollywood Station 
with Suspect Jackson at 0933 hours, according to his DDWS. The drive only took about two or 
three minutes according to Deputy Mitchell. Suspect Jackson was seen about thirty minutes later 
and the exam took a “couple of hours.” They returned to the station at about 1250 hours. Refer to 
Exhibit D - Medical Clearance for Booking 


Deputy Mitchell related that the doctor could not precisely determine what caused the fracture to 
Jackson’s arm. Refer to Exhibit E - Office Correspondence regarding the doctor’s statements 
Deputy Mitchell told IAB investigators that when he started his shift at 0500 hours, Suspect Jackson 
was at West Hollywood Station. Deputy Mitchell was not detailed to take Jackson to the hospital 
until 0915 hours. 

Regarding the Universal Studios A.M.A. form, Deputy Mitchell said he was not familiar with the 
form. 


According to Deputy Mitchell, Jackson said he had “told them” that he (Jackson) needed to go to 


the hospital, however, Deputy Mitchell was uncertain if “them” meant the deputies at City Walk 
or the deputies at West Hollywood. 


CIVILIAN: 


HR is 2 security guard for EB ssi coca to Universal Studios. He was 


interviewed by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon at Universal Studios City Walk Sheriff's 
Station on 09-08-02, at 0105 hours, the following morning of the incident. The interview was tape 
recorded and summarized as follows: 


Mr. Ho IAB investigators that at the time of the incident, he responded to a disturbance call 
at Jillian’s (Nightclub). When he arrived, he saw that a few people were already detained. He was 
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then advised of another disturbance involving an irrate male. He responded to the area near the 
Cinema Plaza and saw a crowd of about fifty people and a male Hispanic, handcuffed on the ground. 
He also saw Deputies Ahmad andi ordering a male Black (Suspect Jackson) to put his hands 
behind his back. The suspect had one handcuff attached to his right wrist and was swinging the 
other side of the handcuff toward the deputies. The suspect was screaming profanities at the 
deputies and refused to obey their commands. The suspect yelled something to the effect, “VII kill 
you Mother Fuckers!” 


Deputy Ahmad removed his expandable baton (Asp) and struck the suspect a “couple of times” on 
his left knee. The baton strikes appeared to have no effect on the suspect. Deputy Ahmad again 
struck the suspect once again on the left knee. Mr. A0 his attention was drawn to the crowd 
and did not see any other strikes to the suspect. He did not see the suspect taken to the ground, nor 
did he see the deputies use pepper spray. Refer to Exhibit P - Written Statement by fe Si) 


HR is employed as a waiter WA Universal Studios. He 
was interviewed by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon at Universal Studios City Walk 
Sheriff’s Station on 09-08-02, at 0120 hours, the following morning of the incident. The interview 
was tape recorded and summarized as follows: 


Mr. ico IAB investigators that at the time of the incident he was working and saw the 
suspect yelling and cussing at the deputies. The deputies ordered the suspect on the ground, 
however, he refused. One of the deputies took out his “metal pole” and again ordered the suspect 
down on the ground. The suspect refused and the deputy swung one time and struck the suspect’s 
leg. The strike did not affect the suspect. The deputy again ordered the suspect down to the ground 
and again the suspect refused. The deputy took “a couple more swings” and the suspect still did not 
cooperate. vr that the suspect was on PCP. 


Mr W saw the two deputies take the suspect down to the ground. The security guards 
then helped the deputies arrest the suspect. 


Mr Bic that from his distance from the incident, he did not see if the suspect had one wrist 
handcuffed and swinging it at the deputies.

He heard some screaming below him and when he looked over the railing toward the first floor, he 
saw the deputies attempting to handcuff a male Black. The suspect was not cooperating. The 
suspect kept moving around and the deputy was able to only get one hand of the suspect cuffed. 
The deputies then pushed the suspect away to gain a safe distance and pepper sprayed the suspect. 
Mr RB tice that the suspect was “pretty big!” 
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Deputy Ahmad ordered the suspect onto the ground, however, the suspect ignored the commands. 
It appeared that the suspect was attempting to incite the crowd by saying, “I hope everyone is 
watching. Can you be my witness?” Deputy Ahmad continued to order the suspect down. The 
suspect again ignored the deputy and continued to swing the handcuff. Ms the open 
handcuff was a potential weapon. Deputy Ahmad’s partner O.C. sprayed the suspect, but it had no 
effect.

She was interviewed by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon at Universal 
Studios City Walk Sheriff's Station on 09-08-02, at 0218 hours, the following morning of the 
incident. The interview was tape recorded and summarized as follows: 


uu IAB investigators that at the time of the incident she was closing her 

and she heard shouting and yelling. She looked and saw the suspect “ranting and raving about 
something.” She could not fully understand what he was saying. The suspect was walking toward 
her. Two deputies were “cautiously” following the suspect at a close distance. As the suspect was 
within twenty to thirty feet of her, the deputies “attempted to bring him down.” She also noticed that 
one of the suspect’s hands was handcuffed and he had just “obviously broken away.” She thought 
the left hand was the one handcuffed, but was not sure. One of the deputies then used his “billy 
club” and hit the suspect in his “knee area in an obvious attempt to bring him down, which was 
having no effect.” The deputy “repeatedly” told the suspect to get down and “repeatedly” struck him 
around the knee. The suspect “would not go down.” The other officer held, what she believed was 
a gun, pointed at the suspect’s head. Another officer came from the opposite direction to assist, and 
while the suspect was talking to the officer with the “billy club,” this officer was able to get control 
of the suspect’s hands and take him to the ground. 


TAB Note: Later in the interview, Ms Ss 2s asked to explain “repeatedly” 
struck the suspect. She said that she saw the deputy hit the suspect at least three 
times and then she turned away because the incident was “disturbing” to her. She 
also said that she did not actually see the suspect swing the loose handcuff at the 
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deputies. Regarding what she believed to be a gun was possibly an OC cannister, 
since neither deputy said that they drew their weapons. 


WA onctuded the interview by saying that she felt that the suspect was definitely a threat 
to her and he posed a “danger” to the public. The deputies were very cautious and careful in 
handling the dangerous situation. 


HR is 2 security guard for o QER to Universal Studios. He was 


interviewed by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon at Universal Studios City Walk Sheriffs 
Station at 1737 hours, on September 26, 2002. The interview was tape recorded and summarized 
as follows: 


wO N IAB investigators that at the time of the incident, he responded to a disturbance 
call at Jillian’s (Nightclub). He responded and saw the deputies talking to two suspects. One of the 
suspects was already handcuffed. Deputy Ahmad was walking behind the second suspect that 
appeared to have been pepper sprayed and had a handcuff attached to his left hand. The suspect was 
screaming and yelling, “I’m going to kill you. I’m going to fuck you up.” The other deputy directed 
Mr] to take control of the suspect that was already handcuffed. He took the handcuffed 
suspect and had him sit on the ground. Mr. then saw Deputy Ahmad pepper spray the 
other suspect in the face. The spray did not any effect on the suspect, who continued to walk 
around and swing the loose handcuff. The suspect then pointed at Deputy Ahmad and said, “I’m 
going to kill you mother fucker!” Deputy Ahmad removed his baton and struck the suspect on the 
leg. The suspect did not appear to be affected by the baton strike. Deputy Ahmad hit the suspect 
again on the leg. Deputy Ahmad’s partner then “rushed” the suspect from behind and handcuffed 
the suspect. The suspect was then taken to the sub-station. vr a ic not see the suspect 
after that point. Refer to Exhibit S - Written Statement by

. He was interviewed by Sergeants William Hines 
and Elier Morejon at Universal Studios City Walk Sheriff s Station at 1814 hours, on September 26, 
2002. The interview was tape recorded and summarized as follows: 


IAB Note: At the beginning of the interview, Mr. A as asked if he was 
familiar with the Sheriff's Department term “Okay to book.” He answered that he 
had heard the term used before, however, he was not sure what it meant. It was 
explained that the term generally was to describe the procedure of taking an injured 
suspect or a suspect in which deputies had used significant force, to the hospital in 
order to be examined by a doctor. The doctor would then give an authorization for 
the suspect to be booked by the Department. After explaining the term to Mr. 
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O he was asked if it was ever his function to provide an “okay to book.” He 
answered, “In those terms, no.” It has never been his function to provide an “okay 
to book.” He went on to explain that part of his duties have included the examination 
of someone to determine if they are seriously injured and if they need to go to the 
hospital. 


Mr oc IAB investigators that he recalled seeing Suspect Jackson in the holding cell at 
about 0100 hours. Mr. Jackson complained that his eyes burned due to being pepper sprayed. He 
also had a minor abrasion on his forehead. vr Ss told that the suspect had been involved 
in an altercation with the deputies and that he had been pepper sprayed. Mr necked the 
suspect for any life threatening injuries and found none present. The suspect did have alcohol on 
his breath, however, he was not in an “altered level of consciousness.” Mr N that if 
the suspect had been in an “altered state or altered level of consciousness” due to the alcohol, he 
would have requested “paramedic”’s to take the suspect to the hospital since that could be a serious 
condition, 


i that his general impression of Suspect Jackson was that he had a history of 
depression. The suspect had uncontrollable crying, he was very violent inside the cell, he was 
kicking holes in the walls, and he would not settle down and answer questions. The suspect later 
answered questions asked by Mr] 


The suspect was subsequently treated by washing his eyes with water. YA stimatea that 
he spent approximately twenty-five to thirty minutes with the suspect. 


aguely recalled being told that the suspect had been struck with a baton, however, Mr. 
ould not find any signs of trauma related to the baton strikes. The suspect was specifically 
asked if he wanted to go to the hospital and he said, “No.” Mr $B reiterated that Suspect 
Jackson’s only complaint was burning to his eyes from the pepper spray. 


Regarding the Universal Studios A.M.A. (Against Medical Advice) Release Form, Yo 
that the form was originated and “constructed” by Universal Studios. The purpose of the form is 
to release the liability of Universal Studios when a patient is pepper sprayed. The patient is advised 
to go to the hospital for treatment after being pepper sprayed and if the patient refuses to go, they 
are required to sign the form. Refer to Exhibit O - A.M.A. Release Form 


ADDITIONAL INTERVIEWS 


Suspects Fernando De La Torre, Francisco Ortega, Steve Alvarado and Kelvin Johnson were 
arrested for assault in connection with the original call of a fight in this case. All were interviewed 
at West Hollywood Station by Sergeants William Hines and Elier Morejon. All suspects denied 
seeing Suspect Jackson being arrested by deputies. Additionally, they said they did not see any 
force used on Suspect Jackson. Their interviews were tape recorded and are included as a permanent 
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part of this case. Suspect Jose Gallardo was arrested in connection with this case and was 
interviewed by Sergeant {prior to being released. Refer to Exhibit T - Video tape of

Booking Records 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS: 
JOHN JACKSON 


Suspect Jackson was interviewed at 0413 hours at Universal Studios City Walk Substation by 
Sergean and later at 0732 hours at West Hollywood Station by the Watch Commander, 
Lieutenant Reed. In both interviews, Suspect Jackson related he could not remember what 
happened. The interviews were_video taped. Refer to Exhibit T - Video taped interview of 
Suspect Jackson by Sergeant fii na Exhibit U - Video taped interview of Suspect 
Jackson by Lieutenant Reed 


Suspect Jackson was later interviewed at about 2331 hours on the date of the incident by Sergeants 
William Hines and Elier Morejon at Twin Towers Correctional Facility. He had been treated earlier 
for a fractured right wrist and a puncture wound to his left leg. The interview was tape recorded and 
summarized as follows: 


Suspect Jackson told IAB investigators that on the evening of the incident at about seven o’clock, 
he arrived at Universal City Walk with about fifty friends for dinner. His friends worked at the 
YMCA. They were at dinner for a little over an hour, then about half of his friends went home and 
the other half stayed and went to Jillian’s for a few drinks and to celebrate his birthday. While at 
Jillian’s, Mr. Jackson had about three drinks. He then started dancing with some girls. Suddenly, 
he turned around and got hit in the face. He swung back and hit someone using his left hand. He 
was holding a drink in his right hand. His glasses fell off and he was seeing “red.” He did not see 
who hit him, however, he saw about six guys running away from him. 


Mr. Jackson related that he did not remember anything of the incident after this point. He said that 
he could only recall running. He did not remember being pepper sprayed, hit with a baton, nor 
handcuffed. He explained that he suffers from loss of memory due to Post Traumatic Stress 
Disorder from being at Desert Storm. He did not know how he had sustained any of his injuries. 


TAB Note: Later in the interview, Suspect Jackson said he did remember getting 
sprayed with pepper spray and getting hit with something, however, he did not know 
who was doing it. He thought it was the guys that originally hit him. 


The next thing Suspect Jackson recalled was being handcuffed and sitting in the “Universal City 
Sub-Station” where he told the officers that he needed to go to the hospital and that they needed to 
call his doctor. Jackson felt that something was wrong with his right hand and arm. He described 
the pain as a “burning” in his arm. Jackson described the deputy he told this to as “Asian” wearing 
a green polo shirt. 
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IAB Note: The “Asian” deputy is Deputy Inital. During his interview with IAB 
investigators, Deputy Inital said that he did not recall hearing the suspect say that he 
needed to go to the hospital. Refer to Sworn Witness Interviews 


The officers told him that they could not reach his doctor. Jackson said he was never taken to the 
hospital while at Universal City. He recalled being treated by a “paramedic” at Universal and telling 
him that his arm hurt. He also recalled punching holes in the wall at Universal City with his knee. 
He was later taken to West Hollywood Station, where he spoke to a Lieutenant who appeared upset 
because he hadn’t been taken to the hospital before coming to West Hollywood Station. 


Jackson said that while he was at the hospital he looked at a clock and he recalled seeing the time 
was eight-thirty. He thought he had been at West Hollywood Station for about four hours before 
going to the hospital. 


Suspect Jackson said that he takes anti-depressant medication, however, he did not take any on the 
day of the incident because he knew he was going to be drinking and he did not want to mix the 
medication with alcohol. 


Suspect Jackson concluded that he has great respect for law enforcement and did not know that he 
had contact with a police officer. He was trained in the military to continue to “go after” whoever 
is attacking you. 


JOSE GALLARDO 


Suspect Gallardo was interviewed at 0407 hours at Universal Studios City Walk Substation by 
Sergeant I Suspect Gallardo related that he was trying to help his friend (Suspect Jackson) 
and was arrested by deputies for interfering. Suspect Gallardo said he was trying to calm Jackson 
down and the deputies sprayed him in the face. He admitted that he was interfering. The interview 
was video taped. Suspect Gallardo was not interviewed by IAB investigators. Refer to Exhibit T - 
Video taped interview of Suspect Gallardo by Sergeant 


MISCELLANEOUS: 


Sergeant 2s the Watch Sergeant on duty at Universal Studios City Walk during this 
incident. Due to the fact that Suspect Jackson was not transported to the hospital for treatment and 
an “Okay to Book” for nearly eight hours after the incident, serecan I os named as a 
Subject ofan Internal Affairs Bureau investigation under IAB # IV 2073543. Refer to that case file 
for details of that investigation. 
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
